NASA readies ‘lifeboat’ for flight 


Aircraft designed- 
to bring astronauts 
home from space 


EDWARDS AIR FORCE BASE, 

lifeboat desi gned to bring astro- 
nauts home from the planned 
ftirerantianal Space Station takes 
its rnnidra free flight Monday, glid- 
mg in after being dropped 23JXM 
feet above the Mojave Desert. 

NASA’s X-38 aircraft is a so- 
called "lifting body," built to glide 
through the sky . on lift generated 
by its amodynamic shape before 
deploying a huge controllable 
parachute. The aircraft has no 
landing gear; it sets down an skids. 

’ ; The craft is the prototype for a

DALLAS — It seemed like a 
good idea to Murff Bledsoe, can- 
didate for Texas Court of 
Criminal Appeals, Place 2.

He went to Ealtin, a computer- 
savvy friend and a fellow assis*. 
tont district attorney in Belton, 
Texas. Ealtin proceeded to check 
on mailing lists and software for 
such on operation. 

For less than $100, they bought 
software and a list of e-mail

addresses through the Internet. 
Ealtin said they sought to target 
Texas voters in the Tuesday 
Republican primary and avoid 
people who would object to get- 
ting the message. They foiled. 

The result was on avalanche of 
messages from all over the 
United States attacking what 
cy bers pace v e terans call “ s pam- 
mrng” — sending unsolicited e- 
mnil, particularly on a mass basis. 

What Ealtin called a “test mail- 
ing,” to 12,000 customers on Feb. 
24 also violated the policy of 
E nltin ’s Internet provider, WM 
• Inc, of Temple, Texas. The com- 
pany cut off his service. 

WM denies cutting off Ealtin 
because of the moss mailing, cit- 
ing a billing dispute. But Ealtin 
sard it is “quite a coincidence.” 
He’s had overdue bills before.

The ordinance is 
vague, as it does not specify summer

I commend Twin Falls City Council 
for striking the daytime curfew sen- 
tence from the city ordinance, but the 
citizens of Filer and Buhl need to be 
aware that a similar law is being con- 
sidered by their City Councils. Filer 
City Council will vote bn this issue at 
its April meeting. Buhl will consider 
this on March 9 at 7 pm. 

Some may feel this issue is trivial, 
but one must realize that it restricts 
any person under the age of 18 from 
. doing virtually anything, including 
playing in any kind of public place. As 
written, the ordinance grants excep- 
tions only to nighttime curfew hours. 

Under, this ordinance, aperson-ap- 

pearing to be young and in a public 
place gives probable cause for on offi- 
cer to detain him. Police would be un- 
able to stop every young person in pub-_. 
lie, so selective enforcement would oc- 
cur based on appearance. 

Lawsuits will abound. Law-abiding 
children will learn to mistrust and fear 
police. 

The Fourth, Fifth and 14th amend- 
ments to the U.S. Constitution (“pre* . 
sumption of innocent*,’* “due process," 
“freedom of movement,” “protection 


seizures”) Are violated by this ordi- 
nance. 

Under a similar ordinance in Visalia,

fat, muscle wasting, thinning 
and wrinkling of skin, bone loss, 
sleep disturbances, undesirable 
changes in cholesterol and other 
circulating fats, reduced sex 
drive and weakening of the 
Immune system- At universities 
and medical centers around -the 
United States, scientists are test- 
ing hormones — alone, in combi- 
nation, nnd in conjunction With — 
exercise regimens — in more 
than 25 studies funded by the 
.National Institutes of Health. 
Similar studies are taking place 
in other countries. 

“The biology of these hor- 
mones, and. some of the experi- 
mental evidence ... suggest melt!
